Joint Convention, 

ALBANY, June 14.—The Joint Convention met 
at noon and proceeded to vote to fill the 
vacancy Caused by the resignation of Conkling 
as follows: Senate—Wheeler, 4; Jacobs, 6; 
Rogers, 8; Folger, 1; Conkling, 9; Cornell, 2; 
Lapham,1; Bradley, 1. Assembly—Wheeler, 
19; Jacobs, 44; Cornell, 7; Lap- 
ham, a3 Folger, 13 Tremaine, 3; 
Crowley, 1; Conkling, 22; Rogers, 14; James 
M. Marvin, 2. Combined vote: Wheeler, 23; 
Conkling, 31; Jacobs, 50; Cornell, 9: Rogers, 
21; Lapham, 8; Folger, 2; Bradley, 11; James 
M. Marvin, 2; Tremaine, 3; Crowley, 1. No 
choice. 

The Convention then proceeded to fill the 
vacancies caused by the resignation of Platt, 
with the following result: 

Senate—Depew 14; Folger1; Kernan 7; Cor- 
nell 3; Platt 7. Assembly—Depew 41; Folger 2; 
Lapham?; Kernan44; Cornell 7; Platt 19; 
Crowley 4. 

Combined vote—Depew 55; Folger3; Lap- 
ham 2; Kernan 51; Cornell 10; Platt 26; Crow- 
ley 4. No choice. 

The Convention adjourned, 


The Bribery Investigation; 


ALBANY, N. V., June 14.—The Assembly in- 
vestigation was continued this morning. Brad- 
ley resumed the witness chair. 

*eckham—Is there not a factional] fight in 
politics in your district between you on the one 
side and Sessions on the other? 

Answer—NoO, sir. 

Peckham—No discord of any kind in political 
circles? ä 

Answer —No, sir. There is some trouble in 
our town, but not in our partyin my district. 
Cannot say that all members of the Republican 
party endorsed the action of Sessions at the 
Chicago Convention. Sessions has not been 
before the people since that Convention. We 
tried to keep out ot the politics 
of our district the question of Half-Breeds 
and Stalwaits;-I told Sessions! did not like 
his action there. know C. P. Ingersoll. 
Don’t think I told him I had voted for Conk 
ling and Platt forthe last time. This was on 
the atternoon of the evening 1 saw Sessions. 

Peckham—Do jou know Dunneli of the 
New York Times? 

Answer—He may have been among "the 
correspondents who called upon me after 1 
made the statement of bribervjin the Assem- 


Peckham—Dia you tell him you were go- 
ing to vote for Depew hereafter? 

Here a long dispute followed between coun- 
sel, Bangs insisting Peckham should designate 
a plucein the City of Albany where such con- 
versation occurred. The committee decided 
Peckham’s question Was a proper one. 

sradley—I want some latitude to answer 
in. Imay have told Dunnell thatthe money 
was given me by an outside lobbyist. Know 
Lyman B. Smith of the Buffalo Courier. Don't 
think I said to him that the money was given 
me by an outside lobbyist. 

Another debate between counsel followed 
here, Bangs insisting witness should be al- 
lowed to give his answer in hisown way and 
Peckham insisting he should give a direct 
answer, 

Peckbam repeated question—Know Finn M. 
Miller? of Chautaugua; did not say to 
him the money was paid me by outside 
lobbyists. Am pretty positive I did not tell 
him so. 

veckham—Did not Miller ask you ofthat 
outside’ Lobbyist was still intownthe morning 
after yon received the money? 

Bradley—He did. I told him I did not know. 
I was home Saturday, June 4. Know where 
Kelsey’s cigar store is in Olean. Don't re- 
member saving in his store on Sunday that 
there was consternationin store for people at 
Albany the‘following week. 

Peckham—Did you say that vou conldj get 
five hundred dollars for voting for Depew? 

Bradley—I think I did make the assertion 
that I could get $500 for voting for Depew 
and at the same time please my constitnency, 
but I_would not do it—did not say to the Post- 
master there that I could get $7,500 to vote for 
Depew, Did not say to 
emol man Wheeler that Senators 
get over $1,000 each for not going into 
caucus. Did say some of the men got $1,000 
each for signing acall notto go into caucus. 
Know George Austin, of Allegheny. Did not 
tell him I would not vote for Conkling again. 
Did not make any statement to Editor Hill, of 
Olean, about a big time being expected at AI- 
bany. The statement made in the House 
was written by myself in Speaker Sharpe's 
room in the Delavan House the night I handed 
overthe money to him. Don’t think Jones 
saw it or read it before I made the statement 
in the House. Sharpe seemed paralyzed 
when I gave him the money and did not count 
the money so fast as I would. He finished 
counting it, however, before I got through 
writing the statement. 

Peckham rested the direct examiuation. 

By Bangs—Don’t remember what reporters 
I showed my speech to. Some one of them 
sent for it and I gaveit to the first man who 
asked for it. A whole crowd of reporters 
gathered around meand I wus greatly excited 
ot course. I think I can recall what I said to 
them. I did not want to connect Sessions 
with the transaction. 
came before this committee. Had some con- 
versation with the editor of the Olean 
paper, but did not say anything to 
him to warrant his statement that 
sturtling exposures may be expected next 
week. WhatI meant most was Brady and 
the Star Route excitement would be more fully 
developed. In the cigar store at Olean I made 
the statement that I could get $00 for voting 
for Depew, and at the same 
my constitnents. thought so for the reason 
that the lobby at Albany was understood to be 
very energetic; talked with the Post 
master at Knapp’s Creek; told him I could get 
5500 for voting for Depew. I thougnt l could 
do so from the commoniumor which prevailed 
about the capitol; remember talking 
with Peckwman; said Rogers was 
acceptable to our people and I might vet give 
him alift—a vote. I wastryingtoevade an 
swering it. 

Question from a newspaper—On the day 1 
made my statement in the Assembly the 
statement I made in Kelsey's cigar store was 
in reference to expected develop- 
ments in Washington. Was in 
the state Inebriate Asylum in Binghamton in 
1873 for nine months. I paid my own board 
there. I have net drank even cider since that 
time. Ido not even take sauces in which 
brandy or wine are used. I had an interest 
in the Peg Leg Railroad, and in 
the oil excitement I signed 
a paper giving the right of wayto another 
railroad company. I forgot about the matter 
of signing yesterday, hence my statement that 
did not sign. I had no desire to deceive. 

zy Bangs—Was there anything said of a con- 
tingent of two thousand dollars offered you: 

By Mr. Sessions—On the night of June 8, 
provided Depew was elected: 

Mr. Bradlev—Am positive he offered me 
$1,000 additional if Depew would be elected. 

Mr. Brudley continued: No one has ever sug- 
gested the idea of my making a false 
charge against Sessions or any one else. 
1 foresaw that every Administration man 
would pitch into and abuse me and try and 
break down my testimony. I never expected 
to have the benefit of $2,000. Neither combin- 
ed or plotted in getting up false 
charges against Senator Sessions. 
He took the money from his 
pant’s pocket.

A DESPERATE DESPERADO. 


He Starts Out to Killa Man but is Arrested 
for Murder. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
SCHELL City, Mo., June 12, 1881.—On Friday, 
the 10th inst., a man coming from the South, 
on the evening train, having imbibed too freely 
of corn juice, became very communicative, 
stating among other things that his business to 
this part of the country was to kill Esquire B. 
F. Herrick, the horse-thief detective of South- 
west Missouri. He stepped off at Walker, a sta- 
tion twelve miles south of this, it is supposed, 


to await some confederates. Herrick was tele 


graphed by parties aboard the train, aud the 
negro porter of the train hunted up Mr. Her- 
rick and gave him afull description of the man 
on the arrival of the train. He (Herrick) arm 
ed himself and started for Walker, but 
hig friends would not let him 
go and telegraphed Sheriff Fisher 
to meet Herrick or Walker the 
next morning, which he did, and finding the 
man, Zachariah Wilson, off his guard, arrested 
him before Herrick arrived. Wilson had never 
seen Herrick but recognized him at first sight. 
Wilson is supposed to be a member Of the saane 
ang of horse thieves to which Oliver D. Ellis 
elonged when arrested by Mr. Herrick, a his- 
tory of which was in the POST-DISPATCH about 
a month ago. That gang has offered $108 to 
any member who will kill Herrick, Zach. 
denied everything untilit was proven by six 
or more witnesses that he had threatened the 
life of Heniick, when he admitted that was his 
mission, He was soon after recognized by 
several citizens recently from Illinois as a man 
who with his brother, James Wilson, murdered 
amanin McDonough county, Ils., and that 
Zach, escaped jail at Carthage, Ills. His 
brother is now serving the State at Joliet. This 
was denied until a gentleman stated he was 
the man, and told the Sheriff if he would raise 
Wilson’s hat he would find a bullet hole just 
above the forehead, which was found to be 
correct. He then admitted he was the man 
that did the killing and thatthere was areward 
of $700 offered for him, but denies any connec 
tion with the horse thieves. This isnot be- 
lieved here from the factthat this gang have 
repeatedly notified and threatencd Herrick 
with deathif he did not attend to his own 
business and let them alone. Wilson was taken 
to the County Jail at Nevada, where he was rec- 
ognized by Messrs. Wolf, Donally and 
Other pyominent men at Nevada as the wan 
who committed the above murder in Illinois: 
He is a sharp, shrewd, restless man, perform- 
ing a number of slight of hand performances. 
Nothing escapes his notice. When he reached 
the jail he asked for a drink of water and went 
with the Sheriff to the cistern, and while 
drinking he was noticed to rapidly and ner-

Kentucky Crops. 

LOUISVILLE, June 14.—The State Commis: 
sioner of Agricultureinthe monthly bulletin 
just published says: We have delayed ixsuing 
our monthly report in the hopethatsomething 
would o¢cur to put a brighter look on the crop 
prospects. At the time of issuing the last re- 
port the responses of correspondents covering 
the entire State were in a high degree cheer- 
ful as touching small grain crops. 
Six wreks ugo everything was being 
pressed forward by unusually seasonable 
weather, and the hopes of farmers kept pace 
with the growth of crops. ‘‘Adry June fora 
good crop’’ is a saying we have heard all our 
lives, and certainly small grain crops could 
not be subjected to a severer ordeal than a 
dry May. On the 9th of May a dry spell com- 
menced and lasted unintermittingly up tothe 
Ist of June. The damage done by the contin- 
ued dry weather was of too fixed a character 
to be rerevered by recentrains. Of course 
wheat received some benefit from recent 
rains. This much is certain, that it will fu!! 
tar below what all had good reason to hope a 
month ago, and can certainly not turn ont 
more than atwo thirds crop. 

CORN. 

Perhaps within the memory of the oldest in- 
habitunt there was never so much difficulty in 
getting a good stand of corn. This was the 
case throughout the State. Many had to plant 
as often as three times. With defective 
seeds anda dry May tarmers have been thrown 
so late in the season in getting a stand thatthe 
crop cannot be otherwise than late in matur- 
ing. Fromthe lessons taught this year and 
two years ago by defective seed corn, if there 
is u way to save seed so as to be reliable it 
would be inexcusably culpable hereafter not 
to do so, 

HEMP. 

Until the recent rains the hemp crop was as 
unpromising as it well could be. They were, 
however, in time to save it and indications 
now are that there will be a fair crop raised. 

TOBACCO. 

Plants are abundant everywhere. All the 
ground that wasin readiness was set during 
the recent season. Much ground intended for 
tobacco could not be putin order on account 
of the dry and baked condition of the ground. 
By the next plant setting season all will be in 
readiness, and amuch largercrop will have 
been set than ever in the State before.

THE VICTORIA DISASTER.

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Vrof. King Preparing to Glide Across 
the Atlantic ina New Style Balloon. 
From the I’hiladeiphia Tlnes. 

everybody who reads newspapers ts famil- 
ing Wilh the pet theory of acronauts aout 
erorsing the Atlantic ocean in a ballooa. Por- 
aps there never lived an acronautin this 
country who did not believe such an under- 
tuking practicable. For vears it was the 
«lream of the late lamented John Wise, who 
wos Lnownto have peculiar views with refer- 
ence to atmospheric conditions and its rela- 
tions to gravity, and who easily converted to 
his way of thinking the ejually lamented 
young VProfessor Donaldson, who, having 
preconecived ideas in the same direction, 
stiick hands with Wise and joined his for- 
tunes With him in various undertakings and 
experiments with that one great object in 
view, until they fell out and parted 
‘company in the great New York fiasco 
in Isto, Evervbody knows the rest. 
toth Donaldson and Wise lie in the bottom 
of Lake Michigan, with all their ambitious 
schemes and cherished projects buried with 
them. It is regarded as « singular cir- 
elinstanee that Wise, who always blamed 
leonaldson for foolbardiness, not onty in hav- 
ing set cut in an old rotten balloon,’’ as he 
termed it: but in involving in his own de- 
struction the loss of the young Chicago re- 
porter, Grimwood, should in less than five 
years afterward do exactly the same thing, 
evento the taking out of another person, who 
shared with him the same tragic fate that 
(;vimwood shared with Donaldson, and that, 
100, in the same watery crave. Still further 
is it regarded as strange that the remains of 
ihe reporter and those of l'rof. Wise’s trav- 
„ing companion should be recovered, while 
those of the two acronauts have never ben. 
Sinee the loss of Professor Wise and uaril « 
veur or two ago nothing more was heard 
a! out crossing the Atlantic ina bal on. Then 
Vroicssor Samuel King, the acronaut of this 
city, came forward with lis *‘captive” as- 
ascensions at Manhattan Beach, which were 
did to be but the prelude to an attemot of 
the picky aeronant to carry out the long 
eherished idea, in which intention he was 
backed by a party of moneyed men to the ex- 
tent of S0,000, But this plan likewise failed, 
as l’rofessor King says, for want of money, 
and with its fatlure the ocean crossing scheme 
has hach a rest. But now Professor King is 
“up acuinand more determined than ever to 
make the attempt. Ile has been correspond- 
ine vith scientific men for some time past 
with reference to the probable existence of a 
Storm center” as is claimed by certain scien- 
tists Who makcithe subject of storms study. 
it i8 claimed bu one set of 
investigators that all the storms 
at den move in clreles from the 
westward to the eastward, and that reaching 
:evrtain height there isa constant tendency 
ofthe sirin that direction. Another set of 
scientists dispute this. Between the two 
l’rof, King, though one of the most interest- 
mil and attentive observers of the controversy 
to be found, is puzzled. He is unwilling to 
risk his neck on the slender foothold of the- 
ory, bowever alluring and fascinating his scf- 
cnlilic friends on the one part mar make it 
appear. In his anxious desire to tind out the 
truth he has resolved to conduct a series of 
«Aperiments himself. If the storm-coenter 
sivocates are found to be in error, he philos- 
ophically argues, it willbe so much gained 
in the interest of sclence and tothe advantage 
of aeronautics; if the controverter- of the 
-torm-center theory are in the wrong, it will 
be so much the better for his scheme to cross 
jhe Attantic. 
aA» on initial step in the carrying out of his 
pians Professor King will begin this week the 
construction of a balloon of a kind hereto- 
fore upknown in this country. It will be a 
ofvubbcr cloth, something of the stvle of a 
lady's vossamer, though beavier, and of so 
compact a body as to be absolutely impermea- 
This will be an experimental 
ruft., It willhave acapavcity of about one 
humired thousand culne feet. The idea ix to 
start with it in some remote part of the West 
and come across the continent if possible.The 
disadvantage in making cxperiments in the 
net is the nearness tothe sea. Prof. King 
has been over twenty years an aeronaut and 
bas made over two hundred voyages in vari- 
ous parts of the country, skimming over lakes 
and mountain peaks, prairies and wilderness 
and portions of the sea. 
His longest vovagce was %, miles, made in 
New Ens and in 1872. This trip was in other 
respects also the most famous he.ever made. 
His companion on the trip was a Boston 
newspaper man. They ascended at Plymouth, 
VII., about 4 o’elock in the afternoon in the 
month of September, and were in the air all 
night, passing over the White Mountains 
where they were becalmed for awhile, and 
soiling on to the sea, Which they reached 
shortly after midnight and cot out far beyond 
the ronr ofthe breakers, at the same time 
being near the water that they could hear 
their draz-rope swashing over the surface. 
This was, perhaps, the most perilous experi— 
nee Professor King ever encountered, So 
surely did they expect to be plunged into the

Taken From the Primitive Pachuca 
Mines in Mexico in Thirty Years. 
Pachuca Cur. of the Boston Herald. 

For more than three hundred years the 
mines of Pachuca have been worked by the 
Mexicams—first by the Mexicans pure and 
— then by the Spaniards and now again 
by Mexicans, who would scorn the name of 
Spaniard, though his Llood mingies in their 
veins. Here in this very town was discover- 
ed the process of amalgamation now in use 


to-day, by which all the previous ores dug 


from the mountain are made to yield their 
silver. Yes, more, the very hacienda is still 
worked aud profitably, in which, in 187. 
Senor Medina made that discovery so valua- 
ble to Mexico. Senor Medina has passed 
‘away, it is presumed, but his memery still 
lives. The English colony comprises about 
20 men, women and children, from 
the mining district of Cornwall. 
The first Cornish miners came here 
about fifty years ago, introducing English 
machinery and modes of working the mines, 
much tothe benefit of the owners. Some of 
the original number are still living, though 
very few‘ and all here now agree as to the 
healtbfulness of the climate as a place of res- 
idence for 1 Though some of 
them have acquired wealth and some have 
retired to old England with enough and to 
spare, the majority have earned little more 
than a living. Precarious property are these 
mines, except in exceptional cases. The most 
notewortby of all the instances of poor men 
striking it rich is that of the Santa Gertrudis 
mine, Which is now in bonauza.“ It had 
been successively worked and abandoned 
years and years ago, and was finally ‘‘pro- 
nounced”’—or taken to work—by a Cornish- 
man who has just died. Forming a small 
company in 1877 he commenced active work. 
After it was proven that the mine was pay- 
ing he sold cut his share—nine-twenty-fifths 
—for $15,000. Since them one-twenty-‘itia 
hos sold for 580,000, the present price per 
bana or share. This would give 
at that rate $720,000 for what he 
got but $15,0.0 for. The mine has 
been “in bonanza’’ now for three years, and 
is yielding about 3,000 cargas of 500 pounds 
each of metal weekly and giving a clear profit 
of $1,000 per day. From June, 1877, to March, 
1881, the mine produced $2,800,000 and declared 
thirty-two dividends of $20,000 each —- 50, 000. 
In June, 1877, there-was but one shaft of sixty 
varas (a Vara is a little less than a yard); now 
the deepest shaft is 170 varas. There is a pow- 
erful pumping and hoisting engine, many 
large buiidings and all the appurtenances of a 
mine im this section, all paid for. With all 
this profit, present and prospective, allthe ore 
obtained here is sent to be reduced to Regla, 
a d'stance of seven leagues. This mine, which 
is l cated less than two miles from the center 
of Pachuca, is owned principally by men who 
were poor at the time they commenced to work 
it. There are, it is said, two distinct lodes, 
running parallel and less than fifty yards from 
each other. At first the vein worked was only 
a vara Wide, but as they went downthey found 
a cavern filled with metallic slush” twenty- 
fuur feet wide. They were at first compelled te 
t mber around a great deal for the sake of econ- 
omx, taking out merely enough to meet current 
expenses. What remained was pure black 
sulphurets, Which exhumed globules of 
native silver when exposed to fire.“ One can 
trace the silver lode ay it crops out above the 
surface and runs diavonally across the hills; 
and if appearances are good for anything, the 
two new mines of Dr. Skilton, the santo 
Tomas el Nuevo aud the Santa Catarina, to 
the west of Santa Gertrudis, are rightin the 
silvertrack. We visited these latter, which 
are at present operated by the old-fashioned 
Mexican mode, the metal being brought up 
inbullock skins by long ropes of magney 
libre wound about a large drum operated by 
mules or horses, The whole district abounds 
in picturesque features, but none more so 
than these primitive mines. One hundred 
million dollars taken from one mine in thirty 
years! This is the amount declared on good 
authority te have been extracted from the 
Rosari mine since it was started in 1850, and 
the books show that there has been paid 
500,000 per share in dividends!

Trying to Jump Niagara.

funa Island, at Niagara Falls, was the 
place on Which a terrible tragedy came near 
being enacted this afternoon.

At the time men- 
tioned Edward Furlong and W. B. Perry, of 
Boston, saw ber leaning over the railing, in- 
tently watching the moving water. A mo- 
ment later she threw her umbrella into the 
water, and as quick asa flash it was swept 
over the falls and into? the awful 
abvss. Apparentiv§ satisfied with the 
conditions, the lady stooped and slipped 
under the railing, and stood for a moment on 
the very edge of the hungry river. ‘Then, 
taking 2 seemingliv farewell look at Goat 
Island and the village in the distance, she 
hastily thrust something into her bosem, 
and, stooping, firmly grasped her skirts for 
the fatal plunge. The men named divined 
the intentions of the woman, and rushing 
precipitately tothe spot, arrived in time to 
cateh her skirts as she was dropping into the 
water, und she was hauled out. When she 
realized that she was foiled, she uttered a 
shriek and exclaimed: For God's sake, let 
me go!“ With great difficulty she was gotten 
back to the Spencer House, but not until she 
had been driven to Three Sisters and posted 
by a hackman about the depth of water 
and swiftness of the current. She was 
entreated to explain who she was, but with- 
out avail. By means of reats to 
telegraph the police in New York she fin- 
ally said that she was brought up in the 
Ursaline Convent at Hast Morrisania, N. Y. 
The object thrust into her bosom just before 
ber attempted suicide was a wedding ring.

A RARE BOOK SALE. 


One Work Said to Be From Mary 
Queen of Scotts. ! 
From the New York Sun. 


The bibliopoles in this city have been much 
interested intbe sale of the collection of 
books of Mr. A. B. Stewart, which took place 
in London last month. Mr. Stewart was one 
of the youngest and richest of the Landon 
collectors. His pictures alone realized over 
£30,000. | 

„Mr. Stewart promised to become a great 
collector,’’ said a Nassau street book buyer 
yesterday, ‘‘and had he lived longer as a book 
collector there would doubtless have existed 
evidence of maturer Judgment and more ex- 
acting taste. Incongruous asa whole and 
unsympathetic, though small, there were yet 
attractive features about the collection. Be- 
fore the invention of printing the produc- 
tions of the scribes were tbe only consola- 
tion of the bibliomaniac,and many of these 
beautiful specimens of laborious art are still 
extant to delight the eye of the en- 
thusiast. The pleasures of collecting 
in this department are infinitely enhanced by 
a study of the art of illuminating in various 
ages and nations, and of the styles of partic- 
ular masters. The art of printing did npt at 
once put an end to the business of the s¢ribe. 
Printing, in fact, was only an attempt tq ar- 
rive at the same result by a shorter road, and 
was at first actually practiced as a deception. 
It left the decotator’s functions still imtact, 
but it appears also to have announced thie de- 
eacdence of his art. Scarcely, indeed, had 
the rinter taken the place of 
the scribe when theilluminator abditated 
in favor of the engraver on wood. Specimens 
illustrating the transitions from one of these 
forins of book-making to the other, and em- 
bodying characteristics of both, are now large- 
ly sought after. A few of these were contain- 
ed in Mr. Stewart’s collection, the earliest of 
which was a Breviary, 3 on vellum in 
Venice in 1843, of which only one other 

is supposed to ~exist, and that 

the National Library in Haris. 
This sold for £50, and nad previously fetched 
£93 inthe Laing library sale. ‘AB of 
Hours,’ also printed on vellum, Paris, 1500, 
sold for £21, and another copy, printed on 
vellum, Paris, 1505, sold for £29: another by 
the same printer (Hardouyn), 1509, solji for 
£28, and still another by Hardouyn, 1521, £49. 
All of these contained miniatures, decorated 
borders, of wood-cuts. Five ‘Books of Hours’ 
of the fifteenth century, and one of thei six- 
teenth, on manuscript, fetched prices rang- 
ing from £18to £45, and a manuscript bible 
on vellum of the thirteenth century, written 
in double columns, in a bold Gothic character, 
fetched £27. A Dutch manuscript (Preces 
Pix), written on vellum, with sixty large 
miniatures of an extraordinary kind, sur- 
rounded with boarders of flowers on a gold 
ground, brought £24. A short but sound 
copy of the second folio Shakspeare, 1632, sold 
for #71. | 

„There is in New York in a private library 
a fine specimen from the library of Mary 
Queen of Scots, bound in black mordeco, 
which is said to have been her favorite color. 
There was also a specimen from the same 
queen’s library sold at the Stewart sale, but 
this was bound in vellum with the capita! let- 
ters ‘Maria R. Scotoru' stamped in gold on 
each side of the cover. The book itself was 
a copy of Beza's Confession of Faith,’ dated 
1560, and was bought for Mr. Stewart at the 
Laing sale for £14. To the amazement of all 
but those who were suspicious of its genuine 
ness, the price —1 upon its being resold 
to £34 10. Twelve little volumes of the ear- 
lv editions of John Knox’s essays, including 
‘First Blast of the Trumpet Against the Mon-

THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 


A Sketch ofthe Commander-in-Chiet 
of the British Army. 
From the London World, 

In a round, mellow voice, singularly unlike 
that of his royal cousins, the Commuander-in- 
Chief talks affably and tolerantly of army sys- 
tems, new and old. He is intrenched behind 
an enormous writing table, on which every- 
thing is as big, solid and substantial as if it 
were emblematic of the mental and physical 
constitution of its master. As the quality of 
his voice, almost entirely free from gutteral 
sounds, is strikingly unlike that of Queen 
Victoria's sons, so is his detonation distinet- 
iy and purely English, and as a clear, coherent 
and impressive speaker in public he has few 
eqnals. It is perhaps due to the fact that his 
father was an Englishman tbat his speech is 
free from any touch of the foreign accent so 
remarkable in the royal family; yet he speaks 
German perfectly without the faintest 
English accent. When talking to two of his 
equerries, Gen. MacDonald or Col. Tyrwhitt, 
he always speaks in English, and to Capt. 
Mildmay almostinvariably in German. His 
French is also remarkably good, if hardly so 
perfect as his English and German; but in 
whatever language he may be called upon to 
address an audience he never prepares his 
speeches, after the manner now coming gen- 
erally into fashion. 

On this fine May morning the Duke of Cam- 
bridge has just come in from his morning 
ride of two hours in the Park, his solitary 
recreation of the day. Always a very early 
riser, he has time to look over a little corres- 
pondence before he rides out, an exercise 
never omitted in anything approaching pos- 
sible weather. At 11 o’clock—for he Is punc- 
tualityitself—he is back again at Gloucester 
-House seated at the big table ready to get 
through work with the equerry on duty. A 
thorough man of business, he gets rid of it at 
a rapid pace. To-night he has to speak at a 
charity dinner on a subject unconnected with 
the army,anu a few statistics have been pre- 


These are read, explained, annotated, con- 
signed to his pocket, and never heard of 
again by mortal man till the Duke rises to 
make the speech of the evening, when he is 
found to have perfectly assimilated and ar- 
rapged the information supplied to ham. The 
Commander-in-Chief, who 1s endowed with 
tbe fine natural appetite proper to the family 
of Guelph, restrains a tendency to adipose 
tissue by restricting himself to a couple of 
meals per day. Morning work and exercise 
are done before breakfast—a substantial 
Jejeunner ala fourchette eaten about noon. 
Thus luncheon is avoided, and the day left 
clear until dinner. <A great part of this wide 
interval is spent in the wor falling upon a 
(‘ommander-in-Chief, which could only be 
kept down by the punctuality and method 
proper to the Duke of Cambridge, who hears 
every complaint, and goes into the merit of 
every application. 

The Duke of Cambridge is a perfect master 
of that important part of the metier de prince 
which consists in never forgetting anybody. 
Just as the Prince of Wales’ bright blue eye 


is the first thing one sees in a room, so surely 


is the Duke of Cambridge’s white hand one 
of the first extended in greeting. 
by those who ought to know that h 
was never known to be outof tem 
seven vears at astretch. It would & 
much to say this of the oid Colonel o 
Seventeenth Lancers, but, as a matter of fact, 
be is one of the best-tempered men in the 
world. Doubtless much of this unruffled 
demeanor is due, first, to natural kindness 
and generosity; and, secondly, to an ex- 
tremely methodical life, which permits of 
proper attention being paid to everything 
and everybody, without bustle or hurry of 
any kind. The maxim that punctuality is 
the politeness of princes is amply and prac- 
tically acknowledged. 

One of the most endearing qualities of the 
Duke is his keen affection for his family. 


The portrait of his venerable mother, still | 


living at St. James’, painted by Von Angeli, 


occupies a r position in his own | 


room, and the numerous boxes and trinkets 
used by his father are tenderly put under 
glass and preserved. It is needless to say 
that his house contains many choice arms and 
curiosities of all kinds, and that his diamond 
sword, presented by the Shah of Persia, and 
another given by the City of London,are worn 
by him on grand occasions. The Duke, who 
is a very well dressed man, appears to great 
advantage in mufti, and especially in full 
evening dress, when the fine limbs and 
very small feet peculiar to his family lend an 
elegance to his appearance which is lost in 
uniform. Agreeable at a dinner-table orin a 
drawing-room he is not less at home in stub- 
ble or coppice. As cool and clear-headed in 
a hot corner as elsewnere, he is sorely tempt- 
ed by multitudinous offers of the best shoot- 
ing in the country. But his prime devotion 
is to his work as 4 military chief. As a pri- 
vate gentlemen he administers his affairs with 
his own hand. As fortunes go he is not a 
very wealtby manfora Prince of the blood 
royal with a large family; but he is as pune- 
tual in his payments as in his correspond- 
ence. He never lets himself owe eithera 
letter or a shilling.

Where Blaine’s Connection With the 
Scandal Comes In. 


How Dick Kerens and Dorsey 
Tried to Deliver a Dele- 
gation. 


The Filtration of News at Washington in 
the Interest of the Ring. 


Special tothe Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Now and then a 
daring Washington correspondent ventures a 
hint that when the Star Route scandal is 
scratched too hard Blaine’s back will come in 
view. And then forthwith the Associated 
Press people and nine outof ten of the other 
correspondents’ rush off voluminous assur- 
ances that nothing has been discovered to im- 
plicate the Premierin the slightest degree. 
The more rash and indiscreet even go so far 
asto say nothing will be found to damage 


Blaine. The plaintruth isthat there has not 
been a time since the war when 
the news sent out from Washington was so 
little to be depended on as it is now. Ninety 
per cent of the newspaper men of the national 

capital are under the control of the Star Route 
ring or under the influence of the Blaine co- 
terie. It isn’t the design to say that these cor- 
respondents have been 

CORRUPTED IN A BODY 

by the distribution of slush money, although 
this has been done to a considerable extent. 
There are other ways of reaching them 
and making partisans of them, and 
these Blaine and his co-workers 
have made use ot. The Washington ringster's 
have learned a lesson since the downfull of the 
Grant crowd and that is to make friends with 
the correspondents. Blaine has adopted a 
systematic course to getthe representatives on 
the leading papers on intimate terms with him 
and his associates. Everready to grant per- 

sonal favor and to give news he has gained the 
good will of those who would spurn sordid 
considerations. I happen to know 
that since the new Administration 

came in consulship and similar honors have 


been tendered to more than one newspaper | 


man by Blaine and those allied with him, 
These have been declinedin most instances, 
hut nevertheless the gentlemen thus compli- 
mented are made friendly to the Secretary and 
do good service to his cause in the tone of 
their dispatches. A correspondent ot 
A ST. LOUIS PAPER, 

which is bitterly hostile to Blaine and his wing 
ot the Republican party was tendered an 
appointment of considerable importance. 
He refused it but Blaine touched the weak side 
of the man's nature and he can hardly help 
being slow in accusiug the man who honored 
him. 

Thus in one way and another Blaine and the 
Star routers have established something bet- 
terthan a censorship over the Washington 
newspaper men. When these denials go forth 
that anything has been discovered to implicate 
Blaine in the scandal, they are doubtless true 
in a certain sense. Probably the detectives 
have not succeeded in tracing 
any of the money which pays for 
the secretary’sS new $100,000 residence back to 
Star Route contracts. But there are other 
stvles of implication. Blaine has been for 
years on terms of closest intimacy with the 
Star Route ring. This none of the correspond- 
ents can truthfully deny. This connection 
was 

BLAINE’S RELIANCE 
at Cincinnati and at Chicago. When the ap- 
propriation bill was in abeyance it was Blaine 
the ring relied upon to pull it through, 

Take the St. Louis section of the Star Route 
business, and by the way it will tigure impor 
tantly in the revelations if bottom is ever 
touched. Atthe timeof the Cincinnati con- 
nection the Star Route business was divided 
among several big firms who had conflicting 
interests. Later on they combined and pooled 
their influences if not their profits. ‘They’ had 
headquarters here and headquarters in St. 
Louis. The whole interest was wielded in one 
direction with a view to affecting the Chicago 
Convention, andthatwus to bring about the 
nomination of Blaine tor the presidency. Dick 
Kerens, of St. Louis, who is credited now with 
being the brains of the Star Route combina- 
tion, and Whorose from the occupation of an 
Arkansasstage driver, until now his wealth is 
away up in the hundreds of thousands, used 
all his influence to make a breakin tne Mis- 
souri and Arkansas delegations at Chicuge for 
Blaine.

The very ballot was designated 
on the day before the nomination of Gartield 
when Dorsey was to 

DELIVER THE ARKANSAS VOTES, 
butitcame and passed without the accom- 
Mishment simply because the conspiracy 
vecamme known to the Stulwart leaders. That 
night it was arranged between herens and Dor- 
sey that Arkansas should 80 for 
Blaine on the third ballot the following 
morning. Kerens posted himself at the re- 
porters’ table with his eyes on Dorsey, but 
the break for Gartield upset the calculations, 
and so Blaine lost the prize which Kerens, 
Dorsey and allthe Star Routers labored zeal- 
ously to secure for him. 

The St. Louis segment of the Star Route 
combination has not received the attention it 
deserves, and the exposure of it will be delayed 
just as long as Blainc's influence lasts to con- 
trol the investigation by the department de- 
tectives and to direct the tenor of the dis 
patches from Washington.

— 


What the Sanitary Committee Will Recom- 
mend—The Terrible Insane Asylum. 


The Committee on Sanitary Affairs, consist- 
ing of Dr. Barbee, chairman, Dr. Rutledge, 
Mr. Thompson, Mr. Hoffman and Mr. >tern, 
yesterday made an unannounced visit to the 
city institutions, including the Insane Asylum, 
the Female Hospital and the Poor House. In 


the main their report will be favorable, the 
buildings and accommodations now emplayed 
being ina very satisfactory condition, ani so 
utilized as to atford the greatest possible good. 
However, the present buildings are becoming 
inadequate to the constant increase 
of inmates at these places. At the 
Insane Asylum this fact is notably 
true. At this building the committee found 
as high as eight or ten patients in a single 
small room. For eight sane and healthy per- 
sons to occupy one room at this season of the 
year would bein the highest degree impru- 
dent if health were takeniato consideration, 
and for persons afflicted with nervous (lis- 
eases as the inmates of the asylum are, whiere 
freedom from everything annoying and encit- 
ing is essential, if not absolutely necessary to 
the patients’ recovery, to be huddled together 
in contined and heated quarters is in the high- 
est degree harmful. This would be true even 
if the persons thus confined were passive and 
harmless, but it is many fold more injurious 
where there are patients who are irritable and 
restive. A scene witnessed by the committee 
yesterday serves to illustrate. Hue 
ot the women contined in àa small room be- 
came angry and struck another a severe blow 
on the head, inflicting quite a serious wound. 
Now, while it by no means follows that sucha 
scene is oftenenacted at the Asylum, id is 
something that may reasonably be expected 
to cecur any day or any hour of the day. 

At the Female Hospital the condition of 
Affairs was much better. The apartments 
were comfortable and kept in good order. 
The premises were found in a clean and 
healthtul condition, better calculated to re- 


| serve and increase the health ot the inmates. 


There is also more room here for each person, 
and a general air of comfortableness prevail: 
ecu. 
Atthe Poor House the crowded condition of 
the Asylum almost found a parallel. The 
heaith 01 these Door people is 
greatly jeopardized by the crowd- 
ed condition of the upartments. 
Every effort is put forth to kecp the premises 
clean and wholesome. 

The committee in their report will recom- 
mend the appropriation of Si, o for the par- 
pose of providing extra accommodations at 
these institutions. The city owns plenty of 
ground about the Voor House, and the con- 
mittee are of opinionthat a very satistactory 
way of resolving the difficulty now expeti- 
enced would be to use a sinall appropriation in 
the construction ot cheap buildings tor the 
paupers at the Poor House, thus vacating the 
buildings now occupied by them and permit- 
ting the insane to occupy the rooms thus enip- 
tied. This will require only a comparatively 
small outlay, and tus suifictent accommods— 
tions forten or fifteen vears to come will be 
afforded the insane. Promptaneasures for the 
relief of the crowded conditions of the Asylum 
will be recommended.

Another Addition to the Literature of 
the Kring Case. 


The kring cas‘c is full of startling snrprises 
and each day adds a new page to its litera- 
ture. It willbe remembered that npon the 
10th of May the attorneys forthe defense came 
into Court and asked for a continuance on the 
ground that they reeded three witnesses, 
William Goebel, Dr. Knowles and A.Soehngen. 
Mr. Harris, as a matter of courtesy, offered to 
let the defense have a copy of 


Goebel’s testimony «at a former trial which 
was accepted. The paper immediately disap- 
peared and has not been heard of since it went 
into the hands of the attorners for the defence. 
Mr. Harris retained a copy of this evidence 
and found that the allegationsin the affidavit 
made for a continuance were not borne out by 
his copy of Goebel’s testimony. In the 
evening of May 11 the forty-seven 
jurors in the case were chosén, and imme- 
diately afterwards Mr. Harris went down into 
the office of the Chief of Detectives, and after 
a consultation with Ohapman, Datective 
Browning was detailed to *##fdow Mr. Presley 
N. Jones on general printtples to see what 
might be seen. The defense tumbled to Brown- 
ing at once, who did his work clum- 
sily, and the fact ot this shadow 
having been made and having 
tailed was alluaed to more than once in the 
trial although the outside world did not under- 
Stand the allusion. NO one appears to know 
why the State wanted Jones shadowed partic- 
ularly, butthat gentleman will be surprised 
to learn that Browning was not the only de 

tective on his track. The following 
singular document has come into the 
hands of a PostT- DISPATCH re- 
porter by accident, and it proves that 
avery close watch was kept upon Mr. Jones’ 
actions: 

ST. Lous, May 1, 1851.

“1k: Incompliance with yourinstructiors ! 
took up the party (Presley N. Jones). On the 
14th inst., about so clock p. m., he in company 
with Seward eme out of Jehnson’s office. 
They proceeded north down Fifth street to 
Anheuser’s saloon onthe east side of Fifth, 
between Chestnut and Pine, out 
of which they went through the 
backdoor through the alley. They then pro. 
ceeded to Seward’s office, where they stayed 
till 7 o’clock. They then came down and went 
to Barnuin’s Hotel, where they stayed one 
hour and a half. Thence to Market, to Fourth, 
to Pine, to Fifth, to Olive, to Tenth, where 
they met old man Wiener (sic). They talked 
with Wiener aboutten minutes. Then north 
to Locust, up Locust to Eleventh and intothe 
Y.M.C. A. building, where they save methe 
slip about 10:15 p. m. 
MAY 15. 

A 7 o'clock on the morning of May 
15 I arrived at his (Jones) house, No. 3220 
Chestnut street He left there at 9 o’clock, 
came down to Jefferson avenue and stopped at 
No. 2358 Chestnut street, the residence of one 
ot the jurors, Charles A. Gaylord), where he 
talked to a party who resembles Judge Lind- 
ley about 20 minutes. He then cametothe 
southwest corner of Fifteenth and Olive 
streets at the drug store where he 
stopped and talked to a man, 
but I would not make ou. who 
the man was; they came down to Thirteenth 
and Olive streets together. The man was 
abont 5 feet 10 inches tall, with fal! sandy 
beard, parted atthe chin: had a rather dandi- 
fel appearance; had on a white fat top 
straw hat, short duck coat, light pants and 
lightcane. Then my man went to ii Olive 
street, where he wentin aud stayed ten min- 
utes. He went from there to seward’s office, 
On the way down, just west of Vuope'’s Thea 
ter, he met, shook bands and talked! with a 
black-whiskered man named leben 
or Hebert, who is the third 
man fromthe Eleventh street end on the front 
row ofthejury. This isa mistake; the real 
name of this juror is Helburn. Kiter he went 
to Seward’s office, and Seward and Johnson 
also came and wentup. At half-pa-t2 u and 
und Jones wentto Barnum's Hotel Johnson 
having already left the office. While they 
were at Barnum's, and just after they went in, 
N. = tee came in and 
stayed ten minutes, Immeciatels 
Reedgcame out, they came out, too, and went 
back to seward’s oflice. (Reed is a defective 
who was employed by the state to shadow 
another gentleman supposed to be missed up 
inthe Kring case, but whom he reported as 
all right.
